This letter alleges that while sleeping, he dreamed that someone or something 
tried to "get'.' him. Now at this point I must interject that the letter claimed 
that he felt that his eEperience may be characteristic of those who are "attest¬ 
ing to briing.the world the truth about flying saucers," I, personally, feel that 
this man, although he at no time stated to me, may feel that he is a so-called 
"contactee". I further assert that his form of "reality" in its manifestations 
and forms, is what I call 'Dream Intercession' -• which is very likely a form of

Other reports have, 
been received from that swamp area and they continue to pick up as you go further 
north. Mrs, Jiuie Bartholomew, Director of the Sarasota Scoop Office, has reported 
numerous sightings in her area which seemed to reach a climax the night of MAY 21 , 
At which date a CIGAR-tSHAPED ufo was observed by many persons,’ and also calls 
were numerous to radio station WKXY- Sarasbta.

The witness made his obsarvation while serving in the military. Therefore, 
he wants to be 'anonymous. ■ His name and address are known to us. His reports 
read as follows: , ’ ' '■ 

"Dufihg'tha‘spring of 1961‘I was a soldier at the rocket base in Gundred," 

12 kilometers outside Hillered. One evening on common service we were two sol¬ 
diers in the Be van controlling in-flights over Denmark. At about-23:00-we got - 
a dot on the scope. The dot moved slowly over the scope. We followed it on the 
radar screen. We agreed that it could not be an ordinary traffic plane, as there 
did not come any echo back from the dot. It is always possible to recognise in- * • 
ternationai planes on their radar echo. We locked the radar on the dot to keep 
it steady. The plotter had started correcting the course‘df the dot, when sudden¬ 
ly it flew over the radar scope So fast, so (^tdek, that neither the radar follower 
nor the'plotter could follow it. As a result the automatic plotter ran over the 
plotter paper in a straight line and stopped vibrating. We could hear that it 
was completely out of control. At the same moment the automatic plotter got out 
of control, I saw a lightening dot running over the radar scope from left to 
right side at such a speed that,it resembled a meteor. However, meteors cannot 
be catched on radar. I have not seem the phenomenon.before or later on. But I 
have heard that a few other soldiers have had similar experiences."' 

After his experience, Mr. N.N. has had psychic and physiological aftereffects. 
The same has been the case with other soldiers. The effects indicate that probab¬ 
ly the central nervo.us system has been effected. ““They have dif^ficulfy in walking 
freely and are experiencixig anxiety and even fear and inability to concentrate. 

The cerebrospinal flvdd surrounds the nerves in the’spine and in the brain. It 
contains sugar and protein molecules and nourishes the nerves. The amount of the 
fluid is rather small. The cerebrospinal sluid might be ionized due to the rad¬ 
iations from the UFO's, and this will affect the electric conductivity of the 
nerve cells. It might also be that the radiations from the UFO's have a direct 
effect upon the electric conductivity of the nerve cells. 

Electric impulses in the brain are associated with the transference of ions 
from one. neuron to another. Outside the neuron membrane the number of the sodim 
ions are ten times higher than the number of potassium ions. Inside'the heuron ■ 
membisane - the number of the potassium ions are ten times higher than the number 
of sodium ions. It is possible if the sodium ions succeed in traversing the mem¬ 
brane, the neuron cell looses its acidity, and the "current" passes. It is poss¬ 
ible that the transfer of ions is determined by a sudden decrease of the electric 
fis'ld" of the membrane. This decrease has been evaluated to 305& and takes place 
in the membrane, when the nerve influx reach the nerve cell immediately preceed- 
ing the circuit. To some extent the brain resembles a transitorized system con¬ 
sisting of PNP and NPN transistors just mpre complex . and sophisticated. The hum¬ 
an brain receives 1,000,OOP,000 signals a second and possesses about 12,000,000, 

000 brain cells. 

It cannot be excluded that the radiations;from the UFO's have a direct im¬ 
pact upon the ionic transfer in the brain. It might account for the may cases 
of psychic and physiologic aftereffects due to close encounters (or "silent con¬ 
tacts") with UFO's...

He again attempted to 
catch up to the. thing to see what it was but the, engine started missing when he 
got to within about six feet of the beam aM stopped altogether , when he contacted ' 
it again. 

He then stopped chasing it and watched it move out of sight to the west — 
still maintainingthe relatively slow (for airborn craft) speed and low altitude

"THEORETICAL 'CLOUD TRANSPORTS’ "- - . by GEORGE MENON. - EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR - 

OMEGA 

It has allegedly been claimed that Gallatin, Tennessee, is a so-called 
'cosmic communications pole'. I am going to relate certain incidents that may 
possibly substantiate this hypothesis. 

September 23, 1880, was a bright sunny day, and a few miles from Gallatin, 
David Lang had a small farm. On that day he took a walk down the path whicn led 
to the pasture where his horses were grazing. Although his wife and two children 
saw him depart for the pasture, he never reached the field. Not only the Langs, 
but also a Judge Peck and the Judge's brother-in-law were driving up to the Lang 
house when they saw him disappear... NO trace of Lang was ever found. Thpre was 
apparently nothing unusual about the spot where he disappeared — no holes were 
found. Surveys of the area were made and holes were drilled to test for caves 
or sinkholes with negative results. 

It was nonetheless significant that several months after the incident that 
the Lang children, playing near the spot where their father had disappeared, dis¬ 
tinctly heard their father's voice crying out for help. It is noteworthy not only 
to observe that the father's voice became progressively fainter as he repeatedly 
cried out for help, but also at the same spot where he so suddenly disappeared, 
there was a circle of yellow-brown stunted grass about 15 feet in diameter. 

• analysis: This incident recalls the disappearance and subsequent re-appear¬ 
ance of a Naval ship in the book: "ALLENDE LETTERS - NEW UFO BREATHROUGH" by 
Brad Steiger and your editor Joan Whritenour. In the above described incident, 
there are three clues to be noted: David Lang disappeared SUDDENLY (he did not 
rise slowly into the air) - a circle of stunted grass appeared in the 'mystery 
spot', and 7 months later (after he had disappeared) his children heard his own 
voice calling^ lantil it faded away. 

It is conceivable that a so-called "Universal Cloud", or simply a 'cloud 
transport' whisked David Lang away. It is assumed that such a cloud transport 
utilized molecular control to lift Lang up into the sky. Apparently, it effected 
same rapidly — as Lang appeared to 'vanish'. Further, by virtue of the fact 
that his children 'heard' him some 7 months later, it so- is possible that telepathic 
contact might have been established. Other reports of strange disappearance have 
been widely noted: On Jan. 29, 1948, between Bermuda and Kingston, Jamaica air- 
^ craft disappeared without a trace. Also, on Jan 17, 1949, same phenomena. East 

of Florida on Dec. 5, 1945, other aircraft disappeared. 

In another episode, the crew of a Navy blimp disappeared in 1942 off the 
California coast. The blimp suddenly soared into some clouds — which were in 
all probability 'universal transport clouds'. There is some possibility here 
that a connection exists with the 'crinkly-somding' clouds that were sighted and 
HEARD, in the Jacksonville area of Florida in Feb-Mar 1969. 
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Getting back to the Navy crew: ^ it is my contention that the men were either 
carried away by a natviral method withonit “specific purposefTil.. intent or else were 
whisked away'by an intelligently directed and controlled entity that had certain 
objectives and reasons for the abduction. . 

On July 1, 1955, it was reported that a nine year old girl was riding a 
horse — a thunderstorm was approaching — at one point, the, horse and rider were 
picked up bodily and transported for nearly half a mile before returning, unharmed 
to earth. The girl's mother, among others, allegedly observed this singular phe¬ 
nomena. . 

On Feb. 23, 1911, the Yorkshire Observer reported that on the preceeding day, 
a girl, standing among some friends, was shot up into the air about 35 feet and 
was crushed to death as she was violently thrown to the ground. It was further 
allegedly reported that meteorologists ans aeronautical experts agreed that a 
wind would have had to be on the order of 110 miles per hour to have so lifted 
the little girl so violently. Nonetheless, on the morning of Feb 23, 1911, there 
was in point of fact no gale force wind, no gusts, that could have properly ac¬ 
counted for such a bizarre phenomena. 

• ANALYSIS; I contend that these phenomenon wherein the entity was 'captured' 
by something along the lines of a 'cloud transport', could be indicitiive of two 
explanations. 

1) The molecular control apparatus was 'faulty', and could not accomplish 
it's 'task'. 

2) Or else the apparatus, for one reason or another was not supposed to 
be in a state of operational preparedness. 

Personally, I ascribe to the former hypothesis wherein the apparatus was 
apparently. NOT functioning properly. There have been many recorded UFO-related 
incidents that involve humans, rocks and plants, and even animals, being 'picked 
up'. I further contend, that had the UFO had the fine benefit of a CLOUD COVER 
the witness would have described the lifting up of such things as the work of a 
'mysterious cloud'. In fact, many UFO's have been reported to have manujgactured 
their own cloud cover while in flight, and have been noted many times to come 
out of the area of strangely-shaped 'clouds' which rapidly disapated whan the UFO 
left it's* protection'. 

.It is entirely possible, I believe, for the 'transport clouds' to darken the 
entire sliy if present in sufficient numbers. For example: in Aitkin, Minn, on 
April 2, 1889, a suddenly dark day developed during which, of all things, a show¬ 
er of sand pburdd'down'from the sly".' Moreover, in London, in mid-morning on 
August 19, 1763, another 'darkness' ocevirred at a- "bime when the astronomers dec¬ 
lared an eclipse of the sun could not possibJy happen. 

ANALYSISt I shall refrain from further comment at this time, and I welcome 
any comments from the readers on the above article. IS there such a thing as a 
'Cloud Transport' — or,— IS it a UFO ina 'cloud' disguise ???????

"Mysterious lAghts Again Cause People to Wonder" — From the Traverse Sl<y 
over villages east of Worcester — Seen from Boston Cominom — Tillinghast Refuses 
to divulge His Secret - "Will talk When I Get Ready." (Newspaper headlines) • 

BOSTON - Dec. 23. 1909 - Following the report from Worcester last night of 
the discovery above that city of a strange moving light, apparently the search-., 
light of a dirigible air craft, tonight brought stories from many points of the 
observance of similar lights this evening. People in the towns of I4arlboro, South 
Framingham, Natick, Asland, Grafton, Upton, Hopedale, and Northboro turned out in 
throngs to view the mysterious lights in the heavens. 

... Meanwhile, Wallace E. Tillingast, the Worcester man who recently claimed to 
have invented a machine in which he had covered the distance between Worcester and 
New York and returned,,, remained non-commital today. In an'interview he said: 

"I was out of Worcester last night. Where I was is business. It may be said 
that I flew over the city but that is ny business too. When I said recently thfit 
I had flown from Boston to New York and returned I said nothing but what was true. 

I have an airship which will carry 3 or 4 persons and will make the speed I claim 
for it — that is about 120 miles an hour - when I get ready I shall speak fully 
and not until then." 

While thousands of eyes in Worcester scanned the skies tonight a mysterious 
light, which many believed to have come from a fire balloon, passed over the city 
to the southwest. Throngs stood in the streets to watch the light. As on LAST 
night, the light was first reported passing over Marlboro about 6:45 o'clock. The 
light, which was at a height so great as to make it imposeoble to see a view of its 
support, disappeared to the southwest in the direction of Westboro and Wrocester. 

It was traced from North Grafton, not far from Worcester through Grafton, Hope- 
dale and Milford and then after being lost - reappeared in Natick about 7 o'clock 
going in the direction of Boston, Observers are positive it was a searchlight. 

At 7:45 it was seen from Boston Common according to a number of people... 

It was claimed earlier in the evening that Mr. Tillinghast was in Worcester, 
but positive proof of his prescense could not be obtained... Observers at several 
points' report that while the light was generally steady, occasionally it flashed 
and one or two .times disappeared suddenly, in Worcester it is estimated that 50,000 
people thronged the streets and all points of vantage luitil late in the OTaning...

. For five' thousand year s or more power-mad men have played a vicious game 
with the lives and destinies of their followers.

The "sexual revolution" has been accom¬ 
panied by the widespread use of drugs. -.- .. 
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The young people are rejecting the preseint sdciar'order, the draft, the 
materialistic attitudes of their elders. There have now been hundreds of oases 
in which teen-agers and young ad\ilts have been caught committing acts of aab- 
otage against communications, power plants, military installations, "Underground” 
Hippie newspapers are filled with instructions on how to build bombs, cut telephone 
cables, etc. 

Step § 7 : Suppress or assassinate those leaders who show potential ability 
to control this mess. If you can’t buy them off, shoot them down. 

Now add these steps up. What do you get? You have a controlled press, dis¬ 
rupted communications (vital in any "war"), economic chaos, strained and depleted 
military forces on a distant battlefield, mobs of enraged anarchists at home will¬ 
fully trying to assault and undermine the established system, and that system is 
led by individuals who are not necessarily the men best equipped to handle the 
situation.

Would we welcome them? If we did, then you would have the answer to try 
question; How do you take over an entire planet without firing a shot ac losing 
a single life of one of your own? .

"The night of Jan.2, 1969, three very excited people came to our home. The 
mother of ‘the young man, I'frs.- De Witt Roberts, the young man, Manuel Lopexj and 
his girl companion. Miss Kay Russell. As my wife mat them at the door, I was im¬ 
mediately ^struck by the pale-and nervous appearance of the two young people. After 
prelininary introductions, the over-excited youngsters and I removed to one side 
of the livingroom while my wife and Mrs. Roberts entered into a discussion." 

"Young Manuel Lopex- began in a broken and at first wandering fashion, to re¬ 
late as astounding experience he and Kay had the night before while parked near 
Manuels home, in the rear area behind Food Fair Supermarket. At about 11:15 PM 
as they sat in the front seat of Manuel's stationwagon, they were suddenly startled 
by a hollow, deep, penetrating sound from topside — as though it came through a 
vast, long tunnel. It was the type of sound associated with horrcr movies, they 
both said. • 

This caused them to look up and at the sscme time - came down a RAIN of appar¬ 
ently concentrated HAIL, slow-moving, sBBtll NEEDLE-LIKE pieces, which hit a compact 
area of the windshield, and front portion of the roof of the car. Then — the awe¬ 
some part of their experience began... 

They both started to feel a sense of sudden warmth and the sensation of com¬ 
plete weightlessness as they felt .an uncontrollable force tug a.t their solar plex¬ 
us and travel upwards through their chests and into their heads to the top of their 
brains. They could not move. Tingling warm electric shudders and waves coursed 
throughout their whole bodies and an enormous sense of complete blankness came 
over them — as their eyes were guided upwards without any apparent volition of 
their own — and riveted upon a brilliant, silver-hued object, way out in the 
immensity of space. They had by them lost all sense of volition, tjiey both re¬ 
lated to me, as they looked upward they had the distinct feeling of penetrating 
millions of miles into the outer distance and the source of the silver light made 
it possible to look right through what appeeired to be a dense cloud. 

They felt as if they were looking through what a force field which made it 
possible for them to oenetrate space with their new power of vision... Their 
feelings were eerie, uncanny, but in no way harmful. They could not, or rather 
had no desire, to fight this force field and actually they could not judge how 
long they were riveted by its powerful force. 

They recalled a tapering funnell-like stream of light issuing from the sil¬ 
ver object to encompass the immediate area of the car. During the suspended 
state they once more heard the hollow, deep tunnel, cryptic sound - and instantly- 
the fprce field, ray and beam with its powerfiil despotic effect upon them dissip¬ 
ated. 
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They at once clasped hands, and felt a "Deep Freeze" chill ~ like dry ice, 
and the inability to let go, just'as'intensely cold objects will glue to the skin 
and resist all efforts toward removal without tearing the skin. When this condit¬ 
ion vanished, they bolted out of the car, looked all around, and neither saw or 
heard anything. 

In recalling the experience, Manuel said that upon the first notice of the 
deep hollow sound, he attempted to start the car and it refused to turn over. An 
inspection of the stationwagon showed small pittings ch the windshield and the 
front portion of the roof caused by the "hail". Both Manuel’s hands and Kay's 
hands showed the effects of their attempt to UNclasp their hands. On Manuel's 
right thumb-tip and Kay's left thumb, were cuts that bled. 

In an interview with Kay's aunt she expressed that the day after all this 
happened, Kay was in an "out of this world" state. It took some time to snap 
her out of the pale, concentrated-trancelike state. It,was as though the horror 
of it all had her hypnotized. 

Lt. Terry Jones of the Sheriffs Department called to see if, the' objects Kay 
and Manuel had recalled dviring questioning, had been told to Mr. Ule. Kay recalled 
four "Grayish" objects on the roof of a near-by dime store, but when she returned 
to the spot a half hour later after the incident, only two such objects could be 
spotted. Manuel also recalled four "fireplug looking" objects, about two and a 
half foot high - two of which had a helmet-like upper portion and a flared pyra¬ 
mid base. 

Apparently these objects were gone when Joseph visited the.area with the 
young couple on Jan. 5. Manuel parked the stationwagon in the exact spot where 
he thought it was parked on the night of the strange happening. Joseph reports ~ 
"I noted that the feed wires leading to the shopping center were about 20 feet 
to the right and the high tension lines at a much greater distance. The large' 
transformers directly behind the store were about 100 feet away. "
